EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 13-20 are 
directed to methods of reducing collagenase activity in skin using boron-containing compounds. 
U.S. Patent No. 6,080,425 to MILJKOVIC teaches methods to rejuvenate skin using boron- 
containing compounds. MILJKOVIC does not teach that such rejuvenation is accomplished via 
a reduction of collagenase activity. Rather, MILJKOVIC teaches in Figures 4-7 that these 
boron-containing compounds are effective as skin rejuvenators due to their ability to increase the 
synthesis of collagen, as stimulation of collagen synthesis will promote an increase in the 
proline: leucine ratio, while inhibition of collagen degradation, for example from inhibition or 
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reduction of collagenase activity, will not effect the proline: leucine ratio, or even result in a 
decrease in the ratio. Therefore, MILJKOVIC failed to recognize that the boron-containing 
compounds exhibit inhibitory activity towards collagenase. As such, claims 13-20 are seen to be 
free of the prior art, and are therefore allowed.
